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(57) Abstract: A method of screening a sample for the presence of one or more abnormally glycosylated and/or expressed proteins 
Q comprises the steps of i) exposing said sample to two or more difiF6rent lectins and/or antibodies ii) determining the extent of binding 
of said sample to at least two of said lectins and/or antibodies and iii) comparing the determined extent of binding to said at least two 
lectins and/or antibodies with that of a control sample. 
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
